Late this evening further details of 
the naval engagement reached this city..|: 
The fighting, though of short duration, 
was very severe. Prior to the discharge of 
the torpedo ‘from the Japanese warship, 
the crew of the transport, which was 
armed, and the military force on board 
of her, made a hard fight against the 
attacking forces. Many of those on. on 
board of her were shot dead on her deck. 
When ‘the vessel began to sink there 
was great excitement on board. In the 
confusion no attempt was made to lower 
the small boats, but even had such an 
attempt been made, the boats could have 
carried only a small percentage of those 
on board. Every foreigner on board was 
either killed in the fighting, or went down 
with the vessel when she foundered. The 
loss of Hfe was very great. Of nearly 
two thousand Chinese troops on board of 
her, only forty were saved. They were 
picked up by a French gunboat that was | 
cruising in the vicinity. 

Only a short time elapsed between the 
explosion and the foundering of the trans- 
port. The vessel went down suddenly 
near Shopcent Island, at which place her 
commander attempted to beach her. The 
Tsao Kian, which was captured by the 
Japanese, was an old man-of-war that 
had been pressed into use as. a transport.

THE ANTI-FORBIGNER CRY. 

LONDON, July 29.—As the result of in- 
quiries made of experts in Bastern politics 
and persons who have resided in Corea, 
the reporter of the Associated Press learns 
that wide-spread discontent exists in Corea 
because of the corruption and misgovern- 
ment thet everywhere prevail. 

One. of the most powerful revolutionary 
factors in the couniry is a quasi-religious 
sect called the Tong Hak, which ascribes 
the precarious condition of Corean trade 
and commerce to the presence of foreign- 
ers in the country. This sect has set for 
itself the task of ridding Corea of the 
hated foreigners and has threatened the 
Japanese and other foreign residents. 
Among the charges brought against the 
foreigners is one that they have caused an 
enormous increase in the price of feed 
stuffs without any benefit accruing to the 
Coreans. 

The King of Corea possesses no real au- 
thority, and he is in constant terror of a 
revolution ‘that will sweep him from his } 
throne. He is heavily in debt and the 
whole country is in’a state of anarchy. 
To this condition of affairs is due the re- 
volt that recently started in one of the 
provinces. Last year 30,000 Coreans, 
armed and unarmed, threatened to march 
on'the capital, Seoul, and compel the for- 
eigners to leave. This rebellion was sup- 
pressed, but the country has been dis- 
turbed ever since. 

Reforms in the administration are re- 
garded as absolutely necessary, not only 
to save the commerce of the country, bute 
for the. safety of foreigners.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The proceed- 
ings in the Sénate during the present 
week will depend largely upon the con- 
“ferees on the tariff bill. If they should 
reach a conclusion during the week, as 
every one expects they will, the report 
will be made to the Senate, that body hav- 
ing granted the request for a conference, 
and the report will be taken up at the 
first opportunity. 

Whatever the nature of the request, 
there is sure to be more or less debate 
upon it. Even’ should the Senate bill be 
in its entirety by the House, 
‘there will be some speeches on the part 
of the tariff leaders and possibly other 
Senetors, though in this event there would 
be a general disposition to ourtail them 
both in length and number on account 
of the desire which is felt in all quarters 
to bring the session to a close at the 
earliest possible

Four of the appropriation bills are in 
conference, and reports upon these may 
be expected during the week, with the 
possibility of- more or less debate on each. 
If time permits, the general calendar pe-r 
sente a great variety of matter for the 
consideration of the Senate. 

No plan of procedure has been arranged 
for the House of Representatives, as 
Speaker Crisp wants to keep the way clear 
for ‘the tariff bil, if an agreement can 
be reached. The only businese set for the 
week is the Funston-Moore contested elec- 
tion case on Wednesday. The petition cir- 
culated by Mr. Springer for a Democratic 
caucus on Tuesday at 8 p.m. is likely to 
cut an important figure in the week, unless 
Speaker Crisp and other leaders succeed 
in having the caucus abandoned.

scription. The blackened. faces of those 
who tried to save their homes; stare with 
bloodshot eyes at the blackened heaps 
whioh mark their once happy homes. Not 
since the forest fires, which - destroyed 
Peshtigo, has anything occurred which will 
compare with the scene of ruim here. A 
committee of citizens from Ashland ar- 
rived with a special trala of provisions, last 
night at 9'p.m. It was the finst material 
relief to arrive, and it arrived just in time 
to keep the people from actually suffering 
from want of food. Provisions were given 
out in small quantities, so as to make 
them last as long as possible and keep 
something until available _Drovisions ar- 
rived. 

Men and women walk the streets all be- 
grimed, wringing their hands and be- 
moaning their sad fate. The town hall 
‘and a few small buildings are all that are 
left standing. They were immediately con- 
verted into shelter for the destitute, but 
only a few of the women and children 
could crowd into them. A vast multitude 
had to remain without shelter and food 
last night, but tents were brought in 
from neighboring towns, and ‘improvised 
huts are being utilized tonight. Gov. 
Peck and his staff arrived from Madison 
this morning. A dozen cars of provisions 
have arrived from various cities, and the 
organization for relief has been completed.

CLEAN STREETS IN GERMANY: 


Dresden is ‘“Pastidiously Clean’’ — Berlin’s 
Perfectly Organized System. 
(New York Sun:) Clean streets and alleys, 
and immaculate’ back yards, were certainly 
not conspicuously characteristic ° of German | 
cities twenty years ago; but the recent im- 
provements in water supply. and drainage, 
as_ well as in general sanitary administration, 
might naturally be expected to have the ac- 
companiment of reformed cleansing arrange- 
ments. Moreover, clean streets have been 
made feasible by the smooth, new paving of 
roadwavs and sidewalks. As a rule the 
streets of German cities are now kept in a 
state of enviable cleanliness. Berlin’s thor- 
oughfares are scrubbed and swept continually, 
under a system that is perfectly organized, 
and that costs less than ,000 a year. It is 
a flexible system, whic provides for the 
prompt increase of workmen in bad weather, 
and is never helpless in the presence of a _ 
lil. The central streets of all 
the. leading German cities are thoroughly 
cleansed once a day, at night or very garly 
in the morning in, addition to which “fying 
columns’ of street-cleaners are on constant 
day duty to remove horse manure and other 
accumulations.

THRE RIGHTS OF LABOR—THE CASE WELL 
STATED 


~The Oregonian, one of the truly great 
journals of the Northwest, stood bravely 
up for law and order during the recent 
wave of industrial madness which swept 
over the country, and published many 
columns of sound editorials to stay the de- 
structive tide. In one of these powerful 
articles that journal defined the rights of 
labor in the following broad, clear, terse 
and just terms, which the Los Angeles 
Times indorses:- 

“If there are those who deny the pro- 
per rights of labor, the Oregonian does 
not agree, never has agreed, with them. 
Men who are reasonable and just will not 
deny the right of labor to organize; to 
offer its terms; to decline unless its terms 
are complied with; to ask for conference 
and arbitration; to discontinue, or to 
strike, if the terms and conditions are un- 
satisfactory. Men have the right to quit 
work singly or collectively; and, though 
in a moral sense it may not be right to 
do this at times and in ways expressly 
studied so as to do the greatest possible 
injury to employers, yet here is a situa- 
tion in which rights and duties cannot be 
exactly defined, and men who want to 
strike may do so, and they may judge for 
themselves as. to causes, times and rea- 
sons. The rights of labor within these 
Ifmits are very large, and no reasonable 
person questions them. But here, as in 
most other things, the line of right comes 
close to the line of wrong. Standing on 
its own ground, as above defined, labor 
is clear in its rights. But when it at- 
tempts the boycott; when it declares 
against or ostracises any establishment, 
firm, corporation or line of business, and 
asserts that such concern shall do business 
no longer; when it attempts by intimida- 
tion or violence to prevent other ‘work- 
ffion from taking the places which it has 
abandoned, and converts an intangible 


smoral force into physical attack, it takes 


a position that it cannot maintain. These 
principles ‘are always kept in view by 
temperate and judicious members of the 
labor organizations.’’ 

The Times desires to add to the above 
etrong statement of the case, at this time, 
only one qualification, naniely, that when 
a general strike is#deliberately organized 
against railways or other common carriers, 
with the design and intent to unlawfully tie 
them up and obstruct the travel and traffic 
of the country—to punish innocent people— 
then in that case the act becomes a con- 
spiracy-and should be punished as such. 
And when the strike is accompanied by a 
boycott, ‘the -offense becomes doubly a 
crime.

IS THIS A SCAB STRIKE? 


The Relations of Mr. Debs to the Older 
Labor Organizations. | 
CHICAGO, July 4.—(To the Bditor of 
the Tribune:) The most obnoxious word 
in the English language tg organized la- 
bor is “‘scab.’’ These men forget all laws 
of liberty and humanity when they meet 
the scabs who are ready to take their 
places. Eugene V. Debs seems to have 
made the word ‘‘scab’’ meaningless. He 
is the chief of scabs, and at the head of 
the organized order of scabs. Mr. Debs 
was a member of the Firemen’s Brother- 
hood,’ and, when he could not displace 
Mr. Sargent at the head of that organ- 
ization, he went out and organized a 
rival in the American Railway Union. 
He organized the men known as ‘“‘scabs’’. 
and took them into his new union. He 
has fought -the old organizations until 
he has compelled them to give him rec- 
ognition. His first great strike on the 
Great Northern Railway was not because 


of any evance the men had against 
the road.| It was against the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the Brother- 
hood of remen, the Conductors’ Asso- 
ciation, e Brakemen’s Union, and the 


Switchmen’s Union. All these organiza- 
tions had with Mr. Hill, -the 
president of the Gre orthern Ratlway. 
The chiefs of these organizations de- 
clared that there was ‘no grievance and 
no excuse for a strike. They went fur- 
ther and declared that any of their mem- 
bers going on.a strike must forfeit their 
memberships in the unions named. 

But Mr. Debs, chief of the scabs, de- 
manded recognition for the American Rail- 
way Union, and he had ‘won over enough 
firemen, brakemen and switchmen in the 
old organizations to associate with his 
scabs and tie wp the road. At last he 
succeeded in bulldozing the railroad com- 
pany and the old unions into giving him 
the recognition he sought. That gave

He is conspiring 
aganist Mr. Arthur, Mr. Sargent, and all 
the other heads of organized labor, and 
is doing more to destfoy the old unions 
than. he is to help them. ~He has been 
shrewd enough to take advantage of old 
rules in all these unions against working 
with non-union men since he secured rec- 
ognition at St. Paul a few months ago, 
(and with a handful of men tie up roads 
and throw thousands of union men out 
of work. He has employed the old dis- 
like of scabs to compel railway men to 


j submit to the dictation of the organization 


of scabs. : 

There are several hundred American 
Railway Union men on a strike, and they 
have been so distributed as to tie up great 
railway systems and throw many thou- 
sand organized railway men out of work. 
Mr. Debs’s greatest siiccess in his warfare’ 
on the old unions has been among his old 
associates in the Brotherhood of Firemen. 
He has drawn many of them from the old 
brotherhood into the American Railway 
Union. He is using these men to compel 
all other railway men to stop work, be- 
cause of their old prejudice against asso- 
ciating with scabs. The engineers cannot 
go out On an engine with scabs for their 
associates. 

But why not, when the American Rail- 
way Union had its begnining in an organ- 
ization of scabs, with a bolter from an 
old organization for its chief? Mr. Debs 
has done a good deal for the recognition 
of scab labor. He has done more to de- 
stroy organized labor. He is chief of 
scabs, and as such has compelled organ- 
ized labor to go on a strike. It isa pecu- 
liar development of the strike fever.

es, The Sympathetic Strike. 

Though the insane  sttike precipitated 
by. Debs is in-a state of prospective col- 
lapse, the intervention of the Federal 
power having reduced the danger to a 
minimum and insured the ‘speedy aid- 
justment of the trouble by a restoration 
of normal conditions, the public should 
not be content with the restoration of or- 
der merely. The nature of this strike has 
been admonitory, but im a way different 
from that intended by the strikers. It has 
awakened the people to a consciousness of 
the fact that conditions are such that an 
unknown, insignificant man may, at the 
dictates of his ignorance, varity and egot- 
ism inaugurate a reign of terror, to the 
paralysis of the trade, traffic and industry 
of the country, and to the hardship of hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, women and 
children in no way responsible to him nor 
to his organization. It has made known 
the fact that labor agitators recognize and 
employ as instruments to the attainment 
of their ends the ‘‘boycott’’ and the ‘‘sym- 
pathetic strike,’’ dangerous alike to union 
workmen and to the general public. They 
need the attention of our national law- 
makers as well as those of the State. 
The right of an organization to protect it- 
self in the bread-getting struggle is pre- 
cisely the same with that of the individual, 
and the law should makes it clear and em- 
phatic and an assured proposition that the 
right of the non-union man to take work 
where he can find it is in every particular 
equal to that of the union man. i 

One of the great moral. principles of 
this country is that there shall be no 
such thing as class legislation; and, under 
that principle, the law is iniquitous that 
gives rights and privileges to organized 
labor that are denied to unorganized jabor. 
If men, by uniting, can be peacéful and 
in a lawful way better the!r conditions and 
prospects as individuals, it is eminently 
wise and proper that they should unite for 
that purpose. But,. when they organize 
with the expectation to minimize: the privi- 
leges and invadé thé rights of others that 
organization is per’se iniquitous and ipso 
facto lawle In the settlement of this 
strike cnganized labor should be made te 


‘realize that it and its officers are abso- 
‘lutely subject to the. laws, county

Three Distinct Vibrations from South to 
North — Windows Rattled and High 
Buildings Swayed Perceptibly—— 

No Damage Reported. 


At 9:12 o’clock last night the city was 
shaken up by a shock of earthquake which, 
was one of the most severe felt in this 
part of the country for many years. The 
undulations appeared to be from south to 
north, and there were three distinct 


} tremors. The first was a light one, but 


the second made the windows rattle and 
disturbed loose articles lying about on 
mantles and shelves.

As far as could be learned no damage 
was done, aside from'the breaking of a few 
panes of glass. The shocks naturally cre-

PASADENA, July 29.—(Special Dis- 
patch.)

TO MEND HIS BROKEN NECK. 


A Young Philadelphian Under Tréatment at 
(New York Sun:) A novel method of 

‘treatment, by which an attempt will be 
made to relieve a young man of the effects 
of breaking his neck, is about to be tried 
at the Flower Hospital. The patient will 
be enveloped in a plaster cast from 
the face up, nothing but his face being 
left bare. This is to prevent the slightest 
movement of the head or neck, while the 
muscles and bones are adjusting them- 
selves to their normal relations. 

The subject of the treatment is George 
Menge, 19 years old, of Philadelphia. Last 
January, while he was exercising in a gym- 
nasiwm, he ‘fell from the horizontal bar, 
striking on the back of his head, The 
physician who was called in said that the 
muecles of the neck were sprained, but, 
after two “we in bed, Menge, although 
able to sit up, could not raise his head 
except by using his hands. When his head 
was unsupported it fell forward on his 
breast. As he had not recovered at the 
‘end of seven weeks he was sent to the 
Pennsylvania Hospital in  Philadedphia, 
where an examination showed that his neck 
was broken. An instrument was attached 
to his head to hold it in place, but no 
improvement resulted. 

Three weeks ago Menge started for the 
Catskills, intending to return to Philadel- 
phia later for further treatment, but while 
staying with some friends in Brooklyn he 
was pursuaded to put himself under the 
care of Dr. William Tod Helmuth at the 
Flower Hospital. The plaster cast will be 
kept upon Menge until his recovery, of 
which. the’ surgepns are very hopetulyiio 
vantil the experiment séen to be'a 
ure.

History is replete 
with .illustrations of this. In literature, 
art, in science, in customs and manners 
there are creative eras when men 
seem to commune with God and some di- 
vine product is the result.

But in Christ’s name 
the false, cowardly, and cruel doctrine, 
that we can escape suffering for sin, and 
that a villain may inherit glory at the 
expense of aanother’s life, has been 
preached for centuries, and the result is 
that we are corrupt in politics, in busi- 
ness, and in every department of life. 
This old barbarous doctrine which we 
have inherited from ancient paganism has 


doctrine, that every man must suffer for 
his own sins, has been very much dis- 
regarded, and no other doctrine will save 
us from all our social and political cor- 
ruption. The late strike is an illustration 
of this anti-Christian teaching. The 
strikers thought it was right te make 
millions of people suffer for the sins of 
Pullman; and, in that matter, they acted 
consistently with the doctrine of the 
atonement, as it has been paganized in the 
churches for ages.

No Lack of Racing Facilities in 
California. 


Three Well-defined Circuits, With a Prospect 
for Another—Doings of Bicyclists— 
Genérai Sporting 
Notes. 

There are three well-defined circuits in 
California, says the Breeder and Sports- 
man, viz.: Northern, consisting of Marys- 
ville, Chico, Red Bluff and Willows; cen- 
tral, or California circuit, as it is called, 
consisting of the P. C. T. H. B. Associa- 
tion, Golden Gate Association, Petaluma, 
Woodland, State Fair (Sacramento,) Stock- 
ton, San Jose, Vallejo and Fresno; south- 
ern, consisting of Santa Barbara, Hue- 
neme, Santa Ana and Los Angeles; while 
San Diego, Modesto, Salinas, Hollister, 
will hold their meetings during the same 
week. When the railroad between Fresno 
and Monterey is completed another circuit 
will likely be found consisting of Salinas, 
Hollister, Gilroy, Fresno and Modesto. 
So owners of horses need have no com- 
plaint of lack of facilities for racing. 

- Northern circuit commences its 
round of festivities at Marysville two 
weeks from today, July 24, and from pres- 
ent indications it promises to be the best 
meeting ever given there. Following it, 
Chico, Red Bluff and Willows fairs will 
come in rotation. The mmes for 
these are published in this issue, and as 
entries close July 21, no time is to be 
lost by all who intend to visit this pros- 
perous section of California. . 

The summer meeting of the Pacific Coast 
Trotting-horse Breeders’ Association will 
begin on the last day of the Marysville 
meeting, August 4, and following t will 
come the fairs as above'stated, which com- 
ony what is called the California cir- 
cuit. 
After the Vallejo meeting a number of 
horsemen will take their campaigners to 
Santa Ana and Los Angeles, where they 
will meet new materia] from Hueneme, 
San Diego and Santa Barbara. Some will 
return from Los Angeles to be in time 
for the great fall meeting (‘‘the gathering 
of the clans”) of the Pacific Coast Trot- 
ting-horse Breeders’ Association. Some 
owners will take their horses from San 
Jose direct to Hollister, Salinas and Mo- 
desto.

FREE FROM. DEBT. 

Bicycle riders in general will be pleased 
to learn that the League of American 
Wheelmen is free from debt. It has been 
known for some time that the finances of 
the league were hot what they ought to 
be. But since the new officers were 
elected in February last the Executive 
Committee has been fixing up the leacne, 
and now. President Luscomb announces, 
with considerable pride, that the league is 
on a good, solid foundation, and that the 
renewals this year amount to about 22,000. 
The Olass B membership of the league is 
not filling up as rapidly as was expected, 
but this is because racing men are very 
cautious of late over joining the seni- 
professional class. This is due to the fact 
-that-unless a cycler can keep up his speed 
in Class B with the other crack cyclers, he 
is soon dropped by the manufacturers, and 
is afterward debarred from racing with 
amateurs.

SURE-SHOT MACHINES 


\ 
An Attempt to Re-introduce the 
Pernicious Devices. 


They Cultivate the Gambling Instinct and 
Corrapt the Young—Another Grow- 
ing Evil Which Should 
Be Suppressed. |.

“yicdeni from the East have often re- 


| marked the open manner invwhich gamb- 


ling of one sort and another has béen 
carried on in this city, drawing compari- 
sons with Eastern cities which were in 
no wise favorable to Los Angeles. And 
this, too, notwithstanding the fact that 
this city has received so large a quota 
of its population from the Eastern States 
as to give to it far more of an BHastern 
than a California air. The gambling tend- 
ency so noticeable in all California cities 
seems to have descended to them 
as a legacy from the early days when the 
winning or losing of a fortune over the 
gambling table was an almost every-day 
occurrence in the miners’ cabin, in the 
saloons or faro games that flourished in 
every mining town, or in the atill more 
pestilential dens of the larger cities. like 
Sacramento or San Francisco. 

The civic authorities have been waging 
war for some time on the various gambling 
dens and gambling. devices which once 
throve so luxuriantly in this city, and on 
whole their efforts have been fairly suc- 
cessful. But things crop out occasionally 
which serve to remind the people that the 


at | evil is deep seated and can hardly be eradi- 


cated by any legislation against it. 

The item published recently in The 
Times to the effect that L. H. Buchanan 
had made application to the Police Com- 
missioners for permission to conduct one 
of the erstwhile notorious nickel-in-the- 
slot machines, recalls the agitation carried 
on some months ago against that faithful 
ally of the gambling fraternity, and its 
pernicious influence upon the mind of the 
young. 

At that time the evil had become so 
prevalent that the cigar store or saloon 
which was not provided with a number of 
the slot machines was run by a very un- 
enterprising eyor of tobaccos and 
liquors, indeed, and received but little of 
the patronage of the young men of sport- 
ive tendencies. It was, on the other hand, 
no un sight to see special tables 
provi for the accommodation of the 
stands, and a number of boys gathered 
about ‘them learning some of the delights 
and fascinations of gaming. 

It only takes a nickel, or a few of them 
at least, to try your luck, and the occa- 
sional harvest which rewards a lucky 
shot but  whets the appetite for more 
‘fhickéls with ‘which to “buck’’ 
chine. It is needless to say that the bal- 
ance of profit is invariably on the side 
of the slot machine and its thrifty pro- 
prietor, the gain which accrues to 
the adventurous young gambler is the 
pleasant delusion that he is a genuine 

after the most approved model. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the aver- 
age of profit for the machine when oper- 
ated without fraud is 33 1-3 per cent., 
this legitimatte spoil did not long satisfy 
the avarice of the owner, who then be- 
thought himself of the expedient of plug- 
ging up the holes through which the occa- 
sional five-cent piece escaped into the 
pocket of the player, thus making it a 
swindling concern pure and simple. So 
bad did -the evil that the once 
ubiquitous nickel in time was almost as 
scarce, for ordinary uses of trade and com- 
merce, as silver dollars in the tin cup of 
the blind musician on the street corner. 

As a result of the agitation the authori- 
ties were gradually brought to realize the 
pernicious influence of the slot machine as 


school for the education of the gambler, 
and an ordinance was passed prohibiting 
its use in this city. 

It is hard to see what ground any 
one can ask for the reintroduction of the 
slot machine even when. honestly con- 
ducted, into the cigar stores in this city, 
or why the objections to the machines so 
manifest three months ago, should not ob- 
tain with equal force now.* 

{t would seem mo:e reasonable, on the 
contrary, that the authorities, instead of 
taking a step backwards, should direct 
their attention to other evils which pre- 
vail in the conduct of the saloons and 
cigar stands of this city. The shaking 
of dice for cigars or the drinks is just as 
much gambling as the slot machine or 
the faro bank, and it is carried on so 
openly as to elicit unfavorable remarks 
from visitors in the city. When a practice 
becomes so prevalent that it is no uncom- 
mon sight to see sums as high as $20 
staked on a single throw of the dice in a 
first-class saloon it is time something was 
done to check the evil. 

Perhaps instead of the Police Commis- 
sioners granting a license to the slot ma- 
chine owner aforesaid, it might be well 
for the City Council to frame some or- 
dinance which would at once put a stop 
to anything other than the legitimate pay- 
ment at the cigar counter or saloon bar 
of the price of the cigars, tobacco or liquor 
received. é
